PARLIAMENT AND THE 
- TAXPAYER. 


Nowhere has the decline of Parlia- 
mentary control over the Executive 
been more marked than in the sphere 
‘of finance. A pointhas been reached 
tat which the taxpayer who knows, 
reven. jf he does snot understand 
exactly how, that his money is being | 
spent lavishly and often extravagant: 
‘ly, is insistently demanding some 
‘security that in, future spending 
| departments will exercise a reason- 
jable economy in the use of 
his money .for purposes «which 
ihe has sanctioned. Mr. Daven- | 
‘port has sketched’ out certain pro- 
'posals which may be,divided roughly 
into two, those for amending Parlia- 
mentary procedure and those for 
improving the | form in which |: 
estimates and accounty are rendered. 
| Of these, the latter are far the more 
important. They are probably also 
the more easily attainable. In the 
main they follow the principle laid 
down bv the Select Committee on 
National Expenditure of 1917-18 that 
3 estimates and accounts should “show 

,the, objects rather than the subjects 

‘of expenditure, and with carefully 
yj chosen units of cost,” 

The fundamental importance of 
this’ doctrine’ may not be at once 
clear. A single illustration will show 
its meaning. In the accounts of an 
army hospital it is of no real significe 
ance to know that so much was spent 
on salaries, so much on fuel, so much 
on, drugs, and so much on washing. 
But. the single statement that the 
cost per bed per day was so much | 
is of real significance. ‘Of chief 
importance is the possibility It allows 
for checking extravagance by com- 
parison with previous ye.rs and with 
other concerns doing similar work.

Prevention of war: Upon any war 
or threat of war, the council will meet 
to consider what common action 
shall be taken.
